Canon E. P. Laycock, so warm 
a friend of Christ Church and 
so long known to the Anglican 
body of this Island, was in the 
congregation. It was he who 
conceived the gift pulpit, and 
it was he at whose invitation 
the six wood carvers carried 
out the work, with a skill that 
is difficult to match (and with 
much more love of their work 
than money, it is said). 

For material they had -oak 
from a tree known to be 500 
years old. The tree was cut 30 
years ago and the wood had 
been left to season ever since 
Thus the stout material for the 
new adornment was seasoning 
before the stone cathedral was 
consecrated 

There are three coats-of-arms 
in color on the panels, those 
of Christ Church Cathedral, 
those of old Canterbury (a rep 
lica of whose high altar cross 
stands on the high altar here) 
and that of the family of the 
donor. It is interesting to know 
that the red, blue and silver 
coats-of-arms are not merely 
pieces of wood glued to the ex 
terior of the pulpit. They were 
made when the carvers cut down 
slabs of oak four inches thick, 
leaving the histopical devices as 
integral parts of the panels
